to ride at the loeal spriiiR nieetiiiR. Knapp has 
la-en spendiiiR the winter at his home in Dneen-.. 
L. I., where he has had little trouble in keepiiiR 
down weiRlit. lie is tbirty-two years of aRe and 
has a wife and one ehild. 

ilors •men here are unanimous of the opinion that 
Jlr. Kilmer made a ten-strike when he secured tii.' 
eontraet on Knapp. Henry JleDaniel was instru- 
mental in elosiiiR the deal, as he realized what a 
valuable asset the rider would la* to the stable. 

It was dnriiiR the early part of the SaratoRa 
nieetiUR wlien Knapp was ridiiiR for .lohn .Sanford 
and the Oneek Stable that owner Kilmer seenred 
second call on the rider's services. It proved most 
fortunate for the F.iuRhamton tnrfma.u. for bi fore 
the nieetiiiR closed Knapp had scored on Sun Itriar 
in the SaratoRa Sia'eial. .\lban.v Handicap, ilraini 
I'nion Hotel Stakes and Hopeful Stakes.
